Easter says, “Look up, God 
reigns, and the universe is secure.’’ 


There is a certain type of man in ev¬ 
ery community who poses as a good 
citizen. He breaks no law, lives mor¬ 
ally, pays his honest debts and is nev¬ 
er tangled up with the law in any 
manner. But he lives to himself, by 
himself and for himself exclusively. 
When the call is issued for volunteers 
to put across a community movement 
and give a boost, he never answers. 
When calamity has befallen people in 
certain localities and charity flies to 
their rescue, he is never one of their 
number. When money is needed for 
public enterprise his name is never on 
the list. When he sees some neighbor 
stuck in the mud he detours to avoid 
him. When his services are needed 
for public welfare he is never able to 
give them. In fact, if he stood on thg 
shore and saw the ship of state-sink¬ 
ing, he would never offer to throw in 
a line. And if all mankind was fash¬ 
ioned from this same kind of chap, 
what would happen? There would 
be no progress in municipal affairs, 
no development in the community, no 
churches, no institutions for the un¬ 
fortunates and no improvement in our 
manner and mode of living.—Wetaski 
win Times.

SECRET OF POPULARITY 


Many folks, particularly young 
people of reserved natures, worry be¬ 
cause they are not “popular .” They 
envy folks who always have admiiers 
and friends. Many people of super¬ 
ior intellect look down on popularity. 
They feel it shows a too easy-going 
nature. They hold that if a person is 
to live sincerely and do his duty, he 
must often antagonize others, and 
make himself exceedingly unpopular. 
Popularity comes in different ways. 
In the old days of free liquor a lot of 
people acquired popularity by the free 
dom with which they “set ’em up.” 
This was the basis on which many 
politicians got their start. They were 
always ready to line up their friends 
in front of the brass rail and have 
several rounds “on me.” Many people 
win popularity by free spending, by 
living extravagantly and scattering 
cash in all directions. On the other 
hand many people acquire popularity 
by devoting themselves to some pub¬ 
lic cause. College boys who carry on 
student activities, usually acquire 
popularity. They are entitled to it be 
cause they have to devote much time 
to maintaining the reputation of their 
institution. Similarly in community 
life. Many people acquire popularity 
just by giving a great deal of effort to 
ublic activities, often more than su¬ 
perior persons who criticise them are 
willing to devote to such causes. Main- 
people acquire popularity by the 
friendly interest they show every¬ 
body, by a winsome smile and cordial 
manner. People whaJive self-absorb¬ 
ed lives are not popular and do not 
deserve to be. Any person can ac¬ 
quire a certain measure of popularity 
by manifesting interest and doing 
helpful things for others and perform¬ 
ing service for the community. 


You are a booster or a knocker, 
there Ls no middle ground; to which 
: do you belong ? The man who 
does most good for his home town 
is not always the man who receives 
the most credit. There are plenty of 
true boosters who not only do not al¬ 
low the opportunity to pass to say a 
good word or do some act for the bet-1 
terment of his home, but create op¬ 
portunities to do so. He is the citi¬ 
zen of whom every one is proud, wi(h 
some other good citizen who ha's not 
done so much work will come- along 
and reap the benefit of the work of 
the others. The real honest to good¬ 
ness boostep is not jealous when the 
other is given credit, he gets his re¬ 
ward in the consciousness of havjng 
benefitted the town. Because one does 
not knock his home town, does noth¬ 
ing matter of fact one way or the 
other, will not relieve him of the 
charge of a knocker. Not to take an 
affirmative position in matters of in¬ 
terest to the town, and there are al¬ 
ways matters of interest places one on 
the negative side. There is absolutely 
no way" in which to, remain neutral 
for if that position is attempted, 
there will necessarily be many who 
will construe it as being opposed to 
any proposition, and with the .con¬ 
struction goes the influence. Be a 
real booster and let your position be 
so certain that those who run may 
read. 


WE MUST SAVE OUR FORESTS 

It is significant that many Canadian 
bank presidents and financial leaders 
in their annual reports on the business 
of the year 1926 laid stress on two 
things: (1) the importance of our for¬ 
est industries to our domestic and ex¬ 
port trade and, (2) the need for 
prompt and vigorous action to ensure 
that this great resource bq not de¬ 
stroyed by forest fires. ; : 

Time was, in the memorjl of those 
still living, when the inhabitants^ 
some Canadian cities were deli^^Ba 
when a pall of wood smoke swept ov¬ 
er the district in early spring, for 
they said “That smoke is from ‘slash’ 
fires; there must have been much log¬ 
ging last winter; our river and har-j 
bour will soon be full of logs and bus- 
l iness will be brisk.” If they thought 
about other consequences at all they 
considered that the ‘slash’ flies would 
clear the land for farmers, and that 
if logs ever did fail there would be 
barge-loads and wagon loads of wheat 
to takd their place. 

But the succeeding generation has 
learned that much of this land, 
though capable of producing trees 
was not fitted to grow wheat and oth¬ 
er farm crops, and that these* repeat¬ 
ed fires destroyed not only the young 
growth, the hope of the forest but, 
in some cases, even the very soil itself 
And people are getting over the idea 
that it is a slur upon Canada to say 
that much of our land will not grow 
anything but trees, when these trees 
can by the lumberman be turned into 
the finest structural timbers in the 
world, and by the pulp and paper in¬ 
dustry transformed into the multifar¬ 
ious viable commodities for which 
the nations are competing with ever 
increasing eargerness. The satisfac¬ 
tory thing about Canada’s timber sit¬ 
uation is that, if Canadians will culti¬ 
vate their forests instead of mining 
them, they will not only keep up in 
perpepuity the production of timber at 
the present rate but they will even be 
able to increase the annual cut with¬ 
out encroaching on the forest capital. 

Our financial leaders stress the 
point that the forest is our second 
greatest natural resource in point of 
national income. And, on the admin¬ 
istrative side, it has been shown that 
Canada has so handled her forest 
lands under a system of. leases that 
over 90 per cent are still owned by 
the Crown, that is by the people, and 
that from these forests the Dominion 
and Provincial Governments draw rev 
enues totalling over $14,000,000 per 
year. Tljat, in many respects, is a 
happy position and many states and 
nations cast envious eyes upon Can¬ 
ada’s good fortune and good adminis¬ 
tration. The point made by our finan¬ 
cial leaders is not that Canadians are 
sinners exceedingly above all other 
people in wasting their forest heritage 
but that with the experience of older 
nations to draw from and with the 
great opportunities of the twentieth 
century before them they are appar¬ 
ently in danger of allowing their for¬ 
ests to be reduced to the minimum by 
fire and wasteful cutting before they 
start to grow them up again. Plant¬ 
ing forests is good but a system of so 
cutting and protecting existing for¬ 
ests that they will bring forth increas¬ 
ing crops, is better. 

The forefathers of the present gen¬ 
eration of Canadian legislators, admin 
istrators, lumbermen—did well, very 
well considering that they worked 
without maps, surveys, or timber es¬ 
timates, and could not possibly fore; 
see the tremendous demand for forest 
products that new needs and new in¬ 
ventions would bring, but if the pres¬ 
ent generation is not to be recreant 
to its great trust it must build on the 
foundation they laid. They in a large 
measure raved the forests for tts— 
remember the people of Canada still 
own 90 percent of the forest land— 
and we must save them for our suc¬ 
cessors, and for ourselves. The great 
engine for achieving this is at hand 
in an informed and alert public opin¬ 
ion and with the average citizen tak¬ 
ing an interest in forest conservation 
and doing what his intelligence sug¬ 
gests, this- vital question can be set¬ 
tled for all time.

RIGHT MUST PREVAIL 


Petty jealousies, pin-head policies, 
private preferences and inconceivable 
ignorance hive been the means of 
wrecking more than one proposed 
municipal hospital district in the prov 
ince of Alberta. And the very same 
factors became manifest in the Hanna 
Municipal District when the first 
steps toward organization were un¬ 
dertaken. The district was organized, 
it is true, and a vast majority of votes 
were cast in favor of the scheme, as 
the system is basically sound, and the 
majority of the residents of the dis¬ 
trict saw* their wishes fulfilled satis¬ 
factorily. The Hanna Municipal Hos¬ 
pital has rendered a great service to 
the district. This fact cannot be dis¬ 
puted. True r the i n s titution ■ can be 
improved, but Rome was nqt built in 
a day, and with time it is hoped that 
a state, much nearer perfection, will 
have been reached. The institution 
has rendered such q service that the 
demands upon it are increasing month 
by month, until the board is now fac¬ 
ed with the .necessity of increasing 
the accomodation of the building. The 
Department of Health has been ap¬ 
proached on the matter, and the whole 
thing is now under proper considera¬ 
tion. Word comes that a section of 
the hospital to the west will oppose 
the enlargement of the present build¬ 
ing, and that a cottage hospital is 
wanted in one of the western towns, 
instead of enlarging the present insti¬ 
tution. In view of the suggestion, one 
is 1 reminded that all the petty jeal¬ 
ousies which beset the organization 
of the district in the first place, have 
not died out. Right must prevail, 
however, and if the greatest number 
of ratepayers are to be benefitted 
through the enlargerrftnt of a central 
institution, rather than through the 
erection of numerous scattered 'cot¬ 
tage hospitals, then the present hospi^ 
tal must be enlarged. No policy which 
is not satisfactory to the majority can 
hope to gain much headway. Petty 
jealousy must not be allbwed to hand¬ 
icap so important an institution as a 
hospital.—Hanna Herald._

17 ACTIVE WELLS 

Are in Operation in Turner Valley and 
the Outlook is Indeed Good for a 
Great Year 


Two more new wells wilj be added 
shortly to the quota now pounding 
down to the pay sands in Turner Val¬ 
ley oilfield, when the Vulcan No. 2 
and the New McDougall-Segur No. 2 
get going within the next ten days or 
two weeks. 

The Vulcan No. -2 is all rigged up 
with the exception of some small fit¬ 
tings and gas connections, and it Is 
expected to "spud in” inside of the 
next ten days. The Vulcan No. 2 is 
located about midway between Vul¬ 
can No. 1 natural gasoline producer 
and the Spooner No. 1, that is, about 
a quartet mile west 6f Vulcan No. 1. 

Vulcan No. 1 also is steadily pro¬ 
ducing at the rate of about 120 to 125 
barrels per day of 73 gravity natural 
gasoline, but the net shipments run 
around 115 barrels daily for this pro¬ 
duct owing to the fact that from five 
to ten barrels per day are lost due to 
the necessity of “blowing out’’ the 
well several times in 24 hours. This 
is done to avoid the danger of ac¬ 
cumulating icy slush in the well, with 
consequent dangerous rise of pres¬ 
sure. The company, said A.G. Spoon¬ 
er, managing director, on Montray 
morning, will not make any effort to. 
‘ clear the string of lost tools from the! 
! bottom of the No. 1 well or drill it [ 
! any deeper, until such time as the No.! 
2 is drilled down to production. As! 
the No. 1 stands it is a highly profit¬ 
able producer on the basis of the pres¬ 
ent price of $3.95 per barrel for the 
product. 

Drilling will be resumed the first of 
next week on the McLeod No. 2, which 
is producing about 50 barrels per <tay 
of 73 gravity natural gasoline from 
the deep limestone. In the meantime, 
McLeod No. 3 is making fast time, 
and on Saturday the crew had reach¬ 
ed the 1,250 foot level, making hole 
for the 12 '/2 inch casing. 

The Vulcan No. 2 and the New Mc- 
Dougall-Segur will make a total of 
Seventeen active wells in Turner Val¬ 
ley, when they get going, the full list 
.including: Dalhousie No. 1, No. 5 ano 
No. 6, Royalite No. 7, Millarville (Im¬ 
perial) N«. 1, McLeod No. 3, Stock- 
men No. 1, Regent, Home No. 1, Sen¬ 
tinel, Vulcan No. 2, and McDougall- 
Segur No. 2, all of which are drilling, 
or will be drilling shortly; also Spoon¬ 
er No. 1, drilling past collapsed cas¬ 
ing; Okalta, in th.e same position; 
Great West pulling casing; British 
Dominion pulling casing, and McLeod 
No. 2 to resume drilling next week.

A hint to farmers’ wives: Tea 
leaves should not be thrown away. 
Place a pint of used leaves in a pail, 
pour over them one quart of boiling 
water, and leave for one hour. Strain 
and bottle the br«wn liquid. If used 
with a piece of. soft flannel on mirrors 
glasses or windows, it niajces them 
shine like crystal. It is also a good 
cleanser for varnished wood and 
doorsj_pnd furniture, also for linoleum. 
A little of the liquid put on flannel 
%ill clean linoleum better than water, 
and if the linoleum is polished after¬ 
ward with a soft duster you will get a 
polish like that given by beeswax.

part men t of national defence. me 
air service estimates passed by" the I 
house totalled $3,892,293 and of this 
!sl,6t>9,694 was for military training’ 
and operation and $2,222,593 for civil 
government operations and civil avia¬ 
tion. 

Besides providing for, new planes 
the former estimates will enable the 
training on a small scale of a reserve 
of officers and air staff. The esti¬ 
mates covering civil aviation consists 
mostly of forest and survey services 
for other government- department. 

The program includes this year air 
patrol for fire detection and suppres¬ 
sion of over 70,000,000 acres of fores¬ 
ted lands in eastern and northern 
Manitoba, and northern Saskatchewan 
and for fire detection patrols over 3,- 
500,000 acres in the forest reserves in 
the foothills of the Rocky mountains 
and in western Alberta. The air sur¬ 
vey includes work in every province in 
the Dominion. The growing import¬ 
ance of this feature of aviation has 
been recognized .and the development 
of the resources of the north country 
are largely dependent on good maps 
being made available of remote dis¬ 
tricts now becoming of great import¬ 
ance through their mineral and forest 
wealth.

WEATHER AND CROPS 

After favorable conditions in wea¬ 
ther and soil, work on the land had 
been quite generally started, when on 
last Sunday night a terriffic MCI and 
dust storm started, which is said to 
have been one of the hardest ever ex¬ 
perienced in these parts, and put an 
end to all activities. This was follow¬ 
ed with severe cold, touching below 
zero point at times and continuing 
with gradual abatement until this 
Thursday morning, with forecasts of 
warmer, when it broke fine and looks 
now quite settled. The frost was out 
of the top soil and, allowed for work¬ 
ing the ground, but there is yet plen¬ 
ty of it below to the depth of about 
three feet. Work will at once be now 
started again and seeding will be gen¬ 
erally undertaken as soon as is pos¬ 
sible and rushed to completion. 

PRINCE RUPERT TERMINAL 

The Alberta Wheat Pool has load¬ 
ed twenty-two ships with wheat from 
the 1926 crop at Prince Rupert and 
expects to bring the total up to twen¬ 
ty-four before the crop movement is 
ended this spring. The Alberta Pool 
terminal at Rupert has already han¬ 
dled 5,188,000 bushels and the total 
will reach 5,788,000 bushels within a 
few weeks. This is a' larger total than 
was anticipated last fall. The Prince 
Rupert house was built and is owned 
by the Canadian Government, has a 
capacity of 1,250,000 bushels and is 
probably the fastest handling termin¬ 
al on the coast. It is under lease to 
the Alberta Pool for a term of two 
years. Joseph Bennett is superintend 
ent of this elevator. Through the 
Pool’s extensive operation, the ocean 
freight differential has disappeared 
and grain is shipped to Europe from 
Prince Rupert at the same rate as 
from Vancouver. Of the twenty-four 
ships already loaded or committed, 
six carried grain to the Orient and 
eighteen to Europe. Previous to the 
Pool TgfiSing the Rupert terminal, no 
wheat been shipped from that 
port. 

THE ORIENTAL QUESTION

NOTABLE GUESTS 

Seventeen members of the Austral¬ 
ian Delegation to the Ignited States 
left the field of their researches re¬ 
cently, crossed the Detroit River and 
spent a few hours visiting the home 
offices and factory of the Ford Motor 
Company of Canada, Limited, ‘‘It’s 
like being home again,’’ commented 
one of the -visitors as they set foot on 
Canadian soil. “We are about half 
way through a trip of amazing inter¬ 
est and diversity and our commission 
does not instruct us to investigate 
conditions in Canadian industry, but 
we welcomed aTropportunity to spend 
a few hours yith our cousins in Can¬ 
ada as an interlude in our journey- 
ings among our friends on the other 
.side of the’ boundary” 

The delegation is nominated by the 
Commonwealth Government to inves¬ 
tigate industrial conditions in the Un¬ 
ited States and comprises represent¬ 
atives of employer interests and em¬ 
ployee^, together with several press 
observers. It arrived in Vancouver in 
February and has been progressing 
eastward through the principal indus¬ 
trial centres. It is armed with a 
questionnaire concerning employment 
conditions and visits the large indus¬ 
tries on its way, observes conditions 
under which men arc employed and | 
submits the questionnaire which I 
strives to arrive at biises of wages, 
hours, training, etc., to the employ-1 
ers. W. R. Campbell, Vice-President] 
and Treasurer of the Ford Motor j 
Company of Canada received the dele¬ 
gates in his offices after they had ] 
completed a tour of the factory and | 
there was an interested scratching of 
pencils as he outlined the conditions 
of employment in the Empire’s largest] 
automobile factory. A point which 
keenly interested the visitors was the 
obviously British character of the fac¬ 
tory’s personnel. “We have noted 
with very much interest,” said E. A. 
Doyle of Melbourne, “that practically 
all of your workmep here are British¬ 
ers. In the factories across the line 
foreigners seem to predominate.” 

According to R. J. Murphy, an of¬ 
ficial in the Australian Government 
Armoury at Melbourne, where the 
manufacture of rifles, cannon and oth¬ 
er instruments of warfare is a state 
enterprise, the purpose of the delega¬ 
tion is to secure material from which 
the essentials of an enduring under¬ 
standing between employer and em¬ 
ployee in the Commonwealth may be 
extracted. The relation between the 
two parties, Mr. Murphy said, have 
not been as intimate as is desirable in 
the best interests of the nation and 
the purpose of the present delegation 
is to report upon conditions in the 
United States and to recommend such 
measures as may seem to meet the re¬ 
quirements of the situation at home. 
The delegation with equal representa¬ 
tion of labor and employers will, it is 
expected, arrive at an impartial con¬ 
clusion and its findings are expected 
to be of the greatest value to the ad¬ 
ministration. .. 

Mr. Murphy referred to the activ¬ 
ities of the Ford Motor Company of 
Australian Pty. Ltd. and of the Ford 
Manufacturing Company of Austral¬ 
ia, both of which have head offices at 
Geelong and are affiliated with the 
Ford Motor Company of Canada. The 
Commonwealth, he said, welcomed the 
advent of these British-owned motor 
companies which quickly attained to 
positions of importance in the indus¬ 
trial life of the country. The Ford 
car, assembled by the Australian 
company from parts built in the'fac¬ 
tory of the Ford Motor Company of 
Canada, and fitted with bodies built 
by the Ford Manufacturing Company 
in Geelong, is recognized^as the pro¬ 
duce of national enterprise. Its pon 
ularity throughout the country has 
been due to its success in mfeeting the 
many difficult conditions of transport 
encountered in the rural districts. It 
l^as been an invaluable asset to rural 
and urban life. 

In greeting the visitors at the fac¬ 
tory, Mr. Campbell declared that they 
were doubly welcome as Britishers 
from a sister Dominion. “We find it 
difficult to convey to the people in the 
far away Colonies just how truly Brit¬ 
ish an enterprise this is,” he said. 
"When you pay us such a visit we are 
able to point to the evidence every¬ 
where about you.”
